Inseparably connected with the subject of

Tas in August lat gave us the “‘ Pre-emption Con- 


Solidation Act,” we hailed its advent with pleas- 
ure, less on a¢pount of its intrinsic | merits than

‘mense improvement upon its deformed, incon- 
‘gruous predecessor. But did we possess the 
‘most liberal abd complete pre-emption system 
under the sun, it were comparatively valueless 
iunless accompanied by proper and reasonable

would fromt.. As this was accomplished a plan 
of each District on a large ‘scale should have 
been-preparéd, showing not only the concession 
lines, but dvery lpt properly numbered; and 
these, with a book of “ field notes,” containing 
a description of the character of each seetion so 
far as could be learned by the Surveyors’ while 
locating the base lines; the sort of timber, 
streams of water, and the general features of 
the country, should have been piaced in the office 
of the Chief Commissioner in charge of a person 
whose business it would be to show them, and 
give any reqaired information to those who might 
desire to settle. In this way a sort of panora- 
mic view of the country would be obtained, and 
the immigrant could accomplish in @ couple of | 
hours what he could not under present arrange- 
ments, or rather disarrangement, do in as many 
months, if at all. 





‘But the advantages of this system would by 
no means end here. Uniformity would be at- 
tained ; the lots all in regular order, fronting 
upon main lines, which would ultimately consti- 
tute the highways through the settlements, and 
thus uniformity and system would) be secured. 
The importance of this point. will the better ap- 
pear by examining into the workings of the 
present. arrangement. Under the | Pre-emption 
Consolidation Act the pre-emptor wanders 
through the woods until he hits ppon a spot that 
suits his fan¢y, when he puts down stakes, locat- 
ing the lot broadside on a river or road as best 
suits his notidn, being only hampered by thie fol- 
lowing loose ¢onditions as to shape, identity, &c : 

“VII. The claimant shall in all cases give 
the best possible description of the land to the 
Magistrate with whom his claim is recorded, 
together with a rough plan ‘thereof, and identi- 
ly the plot-in question by placing at the cornera 
of the land four posts, and by stating in his 
description any other land .marks of a notice- 
able character. i 


“ VIIL Every piece of land sought to be ac- 
quired under the provisions of this Proclama- 
tion, shall, save as hereinafter mentioned, be 
of a rectangular shape, and the shortest line 
thereof shall be at least two-thirds the length 
of the longest line. 


“IX. Where the land sought to-be acquired 
is in whole or in part bounded by mountains, 
rocks, lakes, swamps, or the margin of a river, 
or by other natural boundaries, then such natu- 
ral boundaries may be adopted as the bound- 
aries of the land sought to be acquired, and 
in such case it shall be sufficient for the claim- 
ant to show to the satisfaction of the Magis- 
trate thatthe said form conforms as nearly as 
circumstances permit to the provisions of this 
Proclamation.” 

. Now; while we admit that this is possibly as 
much as could be required in the total absence cf 
any survey—indeed we are inclined to the opinion 
that it will be found rather burdensome than oth- 
erwise—still it is obviously calculated to lead to 
the most appalling confusion, and ultimately end 
in ruinous litigations. The best districts will, 
unless the main lines are‘speedily surveyed, short- 
ly be taken up in such a disorderly and confused 
shape as'will defy the futare gttainment of any- 
thing like uniformity or classification without the 
most serious inconvenience and injury to the 
settler. 


Bat, in-reply to all this, it may be said what 
you advocate is all very good, and most desira- 
ble ; but it is impossible to have a large country 
like this all divided and mapped off in time to 
meet the demand for land, to meet which the Pre- 
emption Act was specially framed. To this we 
answer, the staff of Royal Engineers was sent 
out to British Columbia mainly for this purpose; 
and had they been told off into surveying parties 
at first, or even a year ago, enough land would 
now be‘surveyed in the way we have described 
to meet the demand for many years to come. It 
is not esséntial that ail the country be go sur- 
veyed at once. Let operations commence at 
central, or first settled points, and, radiating 
thence, extend at conveniénce, or as the demand 
increases. As soon as one Township is laid off, 
place a plan of it in the Land Office, and lay it 
open to pre-emption at once. And to these has 
yet to be superadded the question of roads in 
course of construction through partially settled 
agricultural sections of country. Take one of 
these “ snake” roads in this vicinity for example. 
Of what use\will it be if the lots are ever sys. 
tematized; ‘Tanning as it will in every conceivable 
direction through farms?. The sum and sub- 
stance of the whole matter is that if pre-emption, 
without the survey of base lines, bepermitted to 
go on much longer, it will end in a state of 
things which it will cost more to rectify than 
would pay for the survey of half the Colony, 
Nor is the lack of funds any exense for the con- 
tinued neglect of this subject ; for even admit- 
ting the Royal Engineers eannot now be spared 
from the publie works, there are competent Civil 
Engineers in the country who would do the work 
and take: the greater part, if not the whole, of 
their pay in land.

THE TIME TO START FOR CARIBOO. 

The great question now-a-days is, “whem 
should we start ¥” And to this inquiry the most 
varied and conffieting’ replies ate given, In re-' 
ferring to the opening of the routes, and facilities 
for getting Over them, we have confined ourself 
teithe simple statement of what we believed to 
be facts, leaving parties interested to decide for 
themselves, mowing very well that if we advis- 
ed! them to remain here for. weeks or months, we 
would be suspected of pandering to Tocal inter: | 
ests, and if we advised them to proceed up at| 
once, we would be charged with playing into the 
hands of those! located on the way, who would 
enrich themselves at the expense of the deluded 
miner. We announced, by Extra on the 11th, 
that both routes were open for travel, and there 
is no doubt that the annowncement was substan- 
tially correct, the contradictory and continued 
assertions of the Victoria papers. notwithstand- 
ing. , But although the rontes are open, steam- 
eré and stage-coaches making regular trips, still 
gthb moves very slowly up on account of low 
water, and, in some places, the bad state of the 
roads. The consequence is, that those who have 
hurried on and got in advance of the supplies, 
will have Oceasion .to regret their haste. We 
have received advices from several parties who 
have gone gp, all agreeing that, excepting these 
who have their claims to go to, or other pressing | 
businegs to claim their eatly presence there, a | 
month, or ¢ven six weeks, is early enough to | 
start—unlesgs, indeed, for those who intend work- 
ing upon the roads under contract ; now such 
may safely proceed in the ¢ourse of a few days. | 
And it appears, to us that many who purpose 
mining might spend the intervening five or six 
weeks to great advantage ‘upon these roads,: as | 
they would not only thereby increase their stock 
of cash, but inure themselves to toil. Our ma- | 
ture and candid conviction then is, that with the 
exception of those who. have claims, or other 
business to demand their presence in Cariboo, 
and those who purpose working upon the roads, 
one month hence will be quite time enough to 
start for the diggings.
